UEPRAVITY'S DEEDS,

————

A Negro Canghit in the Act of Arson,

Phelps and His Operations Bever-
idgn Not Arrested—General
Criminal News,

Thorsday night W, H. Bates,
a young colored man, wWas
arrested by Detective Em-

ery, asslated by Captaln Salllvan and
Officer Green, while in the act of seiting
fire to a amall feams house on the corner
of Eleyenth and Capitol avenue. This
is one of the most startling orimea of ar-
ton that have been committed for many
years In this clly and pressnts many fea-
tures of dirganting Interest,

Several days ago Dotectlve Charles
Emery, ol the firm of Emery & Showal-
ter, became apprlsed that tho one of the
houses on the row between Capitol ave.
nue and Davenport waa to ba set on fire,
for the purpose of obtalning the insur.
ance, These houses are of the
lowest type and are devold of any

furnltare or furnishing of value, the nt-
most squalor prevaillog in the Interior,
Last night was the time first fixed for the
deed, but Bates and his accompllee ba-
came fearfal leat thelr holllsh plot aho uld

be discoverad and  accordingly
Thursday nlght: was soleoted
for the otlme, This ocame to

the eara of Detective Emery and he went
to Marshal Cummings and asked thst two
officars be placed at hisdlsposal. His re-
quest was complled with. In the mean
time Bates and his accomplice procured a
large (uantity of rags and saturated them
thoroughly with oll, so that they would
catoh firo ensily, A torch was pre-
pared for  applylng  the light.
All day the negro was
cloeely watched by Detective Emery and
at half past one In the morning, at which
time Bates and his accomplice had made
up thelr minds to carry out thelr inten-
tion, the three oflicers placed themselves
in ambush near the corner of Kleventh
and Uapltol avenme. Abont the ap-
pointed time Bates stole cautlously up to
the house, placed the eaturated rags In
contact with the woodwork and applied
tho torch, Just at this Interealing crisla
Dateotlve Emery and Officera Green and
Sulllvan appesred on the scene and ar-
roasted the negro and his accomplice,
They were arrested promptly and will
have their trial in a day or so.

This young man Bates, it ls snid, iz a
tool In the hands of a certaln wellknown
lawyer of this clty, wno recelved the as-
slgnment of the pollcles on this row of
houses, doubtless with the intention of
burning the shantiea down and eecoring
tho insurance. This lawyer, to reveal
whose name at present might be to thwart
tho ends of justice, will be arrested be-
fora long. He is now clossly
watched, The detectives arenow closely
shadowing another gentleman, a real es-
tate man here, who may tarn ont to be
gailty. This, however, Is by w0 means
ns yet settled, Some rlch and startling
developments wiil take place before
many houors.

The crlme itself in of the most dastard-
ly nature. INo terms of atricture too se-
vere c¢an be applied to these men who
will for a few paltry dollars place in jeop-
ardy human llves, whether these men be
the priociples or the hlrelings, These
houses on Kleventh street are bat tinder
boxes, and if one of them had caught tire,
the rest would almost sursly bave fol-
lowed. Great pralse ls due to Detective
Emery in working up the case, and the
reward of the Insurance companles, which
will doubtlees be made, will be buta
proper recognition of his servlce.
